Demons of the Tv'!>od, 


From the 
Tyrol, irom Switzerland, 
from Germany, 
from Brittany come 
well ascertained acconnts of the popu- 
lar belief in certain wild spirits of the 
wood, who are painted in all the most 
(rightful shapes the imagination c&n 
suggest, and are characterized by their 
^slight in every possible form of malev- 
olence. 
They kidnap and 
devour 
children, bewitched the catile and lead 
men to lose their 
way in the forest. 
Xhey can assume anv size, from the 
most diminutive to the most gigantic; 
nor is any form of bird or beast an im- 
possible personation oi them. 


The Skongman, the forest spirit of 
Sweden, is like a man, but tall as they 
ia^.i'ist tree. 
He decoys men into the 
woods, and, when they have hopelessly 
lost their way and begin to weep for fear, 
leaves them with mocking 
laughter. 
The conception is well nigh identical 
with that found among the natives of 
the forests of Bra/.il, showing with 
what uniformity similar conditions pro- 
duce similar eifects upon the human 
mind. But tlie Russian spirits Ljesch— 
from a Polish word for wood—are even 
more significant, for not only are the 
usual diabolical attributes assigned to 
them, such as the leadiuaj of men astray 
or the sending to them of sickness, but 
also the conventional diabolical feat- 
ures. 
Their bodies are after the hu- 
man pattern, but they have the horna 
and ears of goats, their feet are cloven, 
and their fingers end in claws. 
The 
Russian wood spirit is, in fact, 
the 
devil of mediifival imagination and noth- 
ing else, a fact which strongly supports 
the inference that it is from the wood 
and from the wind rustling over the 
tree tops that the idea of the supernat- 
nral agency of devils first took possea- 
sion of the imagination of mankind. 


It is in no way inconsistent with this 
theory that beside devils of the forest 
there are those of the air or the water. 
The conception is one which would 
have met with no barrier 
to the 
ex- 
tension of its.dominions, and the devil 
of the tree or forest would from 
the 
first be closely associated with, if at all 
distinguished 
from, the 
spirit 
that 
moved in the trees and was powerful 
enough to overturn them. 
In this way 
the wild spirits of the woods would 
pass insensibly into those spirits of the 
air which onr ancestorn identified with 
the wild 
huntsman, and which 
En- 
glish peasants still often hear when they 
listen to the passage 
of the 
seven 
wMitlers. — Waver!ey 
Magazine,

Men and 
machinery, the best that could be had, 
were imported from France and Bel- 
gium. 
Great care was taken to secure 
the very best seed. 
Everything seem- 
ed favorable and everybody was happy 
and hopeful. A soothing, a saccharine, 
and a sirupy aroma seemed to envelop 
the enterprise and all connected with 
it, for the beets came up luxuriantly. 
They beat the French beets easily, as 
American beets might be expected to 
do. 
But, alas 1 they were not sugar- 
beets. 
Under the genial influence of 
niinois soil they spread themselves, 
grew immensely at both 
ends, and 
huge in the middle. 
They were mag- 
nificent rutabagas and 
gigantic 
as 
plaiB beets, but the saccharine char- 
acter was gone. 
The imported fore- 
man swore like our army in Belgium, 
and shrugged and sabred fearfully, but 
not one pound of sugar could he ex- 
tract, from those American sugar-beets. 
Some $300,000 went out at the smoke- 
staek, and a lot of costly inachinery is 
all that remains of the eflbrt to pro- 
duce beet sugar in Illinois.

THE now vat» Its in the 
treasury 
quilding for the storage of silver dol 
lars are about tiompleted, and when 
finished 
will be the largest and the 
finest in the world, writes a Washing- 
ton correspondent. 
They are situated 
in the sub-basement, 
and are 60 by 97 
feet in size. 
According to the nearest 
calculations the weight to be supported 
is about one hundred and fifty pounds 
to the square foot, and there is a total 
weight of 881,667 pounds. 
Each room 
is 20 feet by 10, and about 15 feet high. 
The silver dollars will be stored in 
boxes and in such a way that 
in 
the end of the room farthest from the 
door they wiirbe piled high, and will 
grade down to the entrance. 
It is ex- 
pected that each- room will contain $ 
000,000 if piled close to the top of the 
arches. 
This will make the total ac- 
commodations of the vault equal 
to 
$128,000,000. The doors of these rooms 
are fitted with locks so coaitrived that 
the watchman cannot take the key out 
until the door has been socarely locked, 
thus preventing the door being left 
ajar. 
A three-foot passage runs around 
the vault outside the rooms, with no 
connection 
with them except in the 
front through a heavy pair of doors. 
The main door is of iron, six inches in 
thickness, and weighs 5,000 pounds. It 
slides into the wall on the right, clear- 
ing half of the passage way, and re- 
quires the strength of five men to move 
without the aid of the mechanical de- 
vice which it is proposed to put in 
place. 
The lock is a circular brass 
plate about a foot in diameter set an 
inch or so into the face of the door. 
The bolts are on the left hand or east 
end of the door, and fit into slots in a 
massive iron let into the wall on that 
side, the door going nearly a foot into 
the face of the wall. 
They are moved 
into place by a turn of a large handle 
in the center of a brass plate, and when 
once shut cannot be turned back with- 
out the use of a small key that fits into 
a very ordinary-looking keyhole on the 
upper rim of the plate.

said to be one of the best for strength 
and reliability.

THE story of the downfall o£ the 
barb-wire patents, under which a sin- 
gle corporation has exacted millions of 
dollars in the shape of royalties paid 
by manufacturers and added cost paid 
by farmers using this style of fence, 
reads like a romance. 
The recital 
all the more interesting from the fact 
that it brings to light facts that have 
remained hidden almost thirty years. 


I As long ago as 185S>one Alvin Morley, a 
man in Delaware County, Iowa, who had 
already been confined for a time in an 
Jnsane asylum, and who finally died in 
ane, originated and carried into execu 
tion the idea of twisting a short steel 
bard into the strands of a wire fence— 
precisely the same idea upon which 
fifteen years later, Joseph F. Glidden 
obtained letters patent, which were 
subsequently assigned to the Washburn 


LV Moen Company. 
In the suit brought 
by that company for infringement in 
the United States District Court at 
Dubuque, testimony of the most posi- 
tive character was introduced showing 
that the crack-brained inventor of the 
barb-wire principle exhibited a section 
of fence constructed in this manner at 
a county fair in Iowa in 18.")9. 
Among 


was a man 
now 10 years of age, who when a boy 
of 'J or 10 was present at the county 
fair and in playing with some other lads 
was thrown against the wire fence aud 
! had his face severely cut by the barbs, 
the scars showing to this day. 
The 
blacksmith who twisted on the barbs 
for Morley was another important wit- 
ness, and to clinch his testimony went 
to a forge and in a few minutes fashioned 
duplicates of the tools with which he 
had twisted the barbs thirty years be- 
fore. 
Still another witness related how 
he had carried home from the fair- 
ground a piece of Morley's fence and 
kept it for many yeixi^. 
Against this 
and other testimony of ihe same tenor 
the complainants in rhe suit introduced 
merely negative proof from the mouths 
of witnesses who swore that they did 
not see and never heard of the fence 
exhibited by Morley in 1859. 
Under 
such a state of facta the decision of 
Judge Shivas was adverse to the valid- 
ity of the 
patents 
owned by the 
Washburn & Moen 
Company, 
the 
ground of nullification being a want of 
novelty. 
Of course the wealthy com- 
plainants will carry the case on appeal 
to the United States Court, but there is 
good reason to believe that the days of 
the barb-wire monopoly are ended one« 
and for all time.

Nutritious Meats. 
Beef.—Among all civilized people 
beef is regarded as the principal ani- 
mal food. By common consent we ad- 
mit that beef is more nutritious than 
any other kind of flesk 
This univer- 
sal opinion is supported by the investi- 
gations of science. 
There is a larger 
proportion of nutritious material in 
beef than in the ilesh of the sheep or 
hog. 
Beef is of closer texture and is 
fuller of red blood juices. 
It is richer 
in flavor than the flesh of any other 
domestic animal, and a smaller amount 
of it will satisfy hunger. 


Mutton.—This is more easily digested 
than beef, though in a healthy man 
no marked diflerence would be ob- 
served, since in the stomach of such a 
man there arises no inconvenienoe from 
ihe digestion of beef. However, mut- 
ton will be found to tax the stomach of 
the dyspeptic less than beef does, and 
mutton broth is both acceptable and 
valuable to a person suffering from 
dysentery or kindred affections of the 
bowels. But mutton is not so nutriti- 
ous as beef. There is qtute a precep- 
tible difference in the flavor of m u t t ^ 
taken from a fattened wether, which 
has been for some time deprived of all 
excess in his woolly coat, and of that 
taken from a sheep which has a heavy 
fleece. 
The smallest proportion 
of 
both fat and bone to muscle is found in 
the leg, consequently that is the most 
valuable part of the animaL 


Veal is not nearly so nutritious as 
beef, and is much more difficult of 
digestion. 
Some persons are wholly 
unable to digest veal. It is more easy 
of digestion when 
well roasted or 
broiled than when boiled. 
The time 
required for the digestion of veal is five 
hours or more, while beef is digested 
in from two and a half to three hours. 


I>amb.—This is not nearly so nutri- 
tious as mutton. 
Tlie tissue is soft, 
gelatinous and rich in water. It is used 
principally on account of its delicacy of 
flavor, which, however, is very variable, 
depending upon the breed and nourish-

The business of the occupants is to 
rent grain bags to shippers, who find it 
more profitable to pay rent than to own 
the bags. 
In the long voyages across 
the sea the rats inake innumerable 
holes in the bags, and the shippers say 
it is expensive to keep sewers for mend- 
ing them. 
Then, too, the shippers are 
saved the trouble of looking after 
them. 


The loaners provides these bags at a 
rental per trip that comes to nearly 
half their value. 
With regular over- 
hauling and patching the average grain 
bag \iill make the trip ten or a dozen 
times, and so pays for itself many timea 
It ta^es many thousands to tit out a 
single ship, and millions of them are 
often afloat at oi^ce, every one of them 
turning its penny for the company. 
Agents receive them on the other side 
^ d ship them back in bales, duly certi- 
fied to by the American consul as truly 
native baga 
So recommended they 


f 
>ass through the custom house unchal- 
enged, and are made ready for another 
voyage. 


Thus the characteristic restlessness 
of the nation extends even to its grain 
bags. That is to the democratic bur- 
lap sack. 
There are aristocratic bags 
that travel in style and for what they 
are worth. 
They are made of cotton 
instead of jute. 
After carrying corn to 
Portugal, the Canary Islands, and the 
West Indies they are made into clothes 
for those they have fed. 
The grain 
bags that are sent to Cuba come back 
filled with sugar and are thenceforth 
rmflt to be loaned. 


Filling and sewing up the grain bags 
is a business by itself and employs a 
small army of bag-sewers, who are paid 
by the loaners. 
Two hold the bags and 
fill them at tho elevator and two wield 
the sail-maker's needlo.

wide, 10 feet 
hii.h, and 14 inches thick, made by two sev-

From the Tyrol, from Switierland, 


Bom Germany, from Brittany come 
well ascertained accounts of the popu- 
lar belief in certain wild spirits of the 
wood, who are painted in all the most 
Bightfnl ahapea tbe imagination on 
suggest, and are characterized by their 


. ieh'ght ia avery possible form of malev- 


olenoa 
They kidnap and 
devour 


shildron, bewitched the cattle and lead 
men to lost their way in the forest 
They can assume any size, from the 
most diminntive to the most gigantic; 
nor ia any form of bird or beast an im- 
possible personation of tlrera. 


The Skongman, the forest spirit of 


Sweden, ia like a man, but tall as tha/ 
(•'1-nt tree. He decoys men into the 
woods, and, when they have hopelessly 
lost their wav and begm to weep for fear, 
leavea them with mocking laughter. 
The conception is wall nigh identical 
with that found among the natives of 
the forests of Brazil, showing with 
what uniformity similar conditions pro- 
duce similar- effects 'upon the' human 
mind. Bnt the Russian spirits Ljesoh— 
from a Polish word for wood—are even 
more significant, for not only are the 
usual diabolical attributes assigned to 
them, such as the leading of men astray 
or the Bending to them of sickness, -bnt 
also the conventional diabolical feat- 
ures. Their bodies are after the hu- 
man pattern, bat they have the horns 
and ears of goats, their* feet are cloven, 
and their fingers end in claws. 
The 


Russian wood-spirit ia, in fast, the 
devil of medieavai imagination and noth- 
ing else, a fact which strongly supports 
the inference that it is from the wood 


-and from the wind rustling over the 


tree topa that the idea of the supernat- 
ural agency of devils first took posses- 
sion of the imagination of mankind. 


It is in no way inconsistent with thia 


theory that beside devils of the forest 
there are tho»e of the air or the water. 
The conception is one which would 
have met with ho .barrier to the ex- 
tension of ill,dominions, and the devil 
of the tree or 'forest would from the 
first be closely, associated with, if at all 
distinguished from, the spirit that 
moved in tbe trees and was powerful 
enough to overturn, them. In thia way 
the wild spirits of the woods would 
pass insensibly into those spirits of the 
air which our ancestor.! identified with 
the wild huntsman, and which En- 
glish peasants still often hoar when they 
Usten to the passage of the seven 
whistlers. — Jfanerley Maqaitot.

Nutritions Mead). 


Beet—Among all civilized people 


beef ia regarded as the principal ani* 
mat food. By common consent we ad- 
mit that beef is more nutritions than 
any other kind of flesh. This univer- 
sal opinion is supported by the investi- 
gations of science. There to a larger 


ortiou of nutritious material in 
than in the flesh of the sheep or 


.hog. Beef ia of closer texture and is 
tuUer of red blood juices. It is richer 
in flavor than the flesh of any other 
domestic animal, and a smaller amount 
of it will satisfy hunger. 


Mutton.—This is more easily digested 


than beef, though in a healthy man 
no marked difference would be ob- 
served, since in the stomach of such a 
man there arises no inconvenience frcn 
•the digestion of beef. However, mut- 
ton wul be found to tax the stomach of 
the dyspeptic less than beef does, and 
mntton broth is both acceptable and 
valuable to a person suffering from 
dysentery or kindred affections of the 
rowels. But mutton is not so mttriti- 
one as beef. There is quite a precep- 
tfble difference in the flavor of mutton 
taken from a fattened wether, which 
has been for some time deprived of all 
excess in his woolly coat, and of that 
taken from a sheep which has a heavy 
fleece. The smallest proportion of 
both fat and bone to mrjiolo is found ia 
the leg, consequently that is the most 
Yaloftblo part of the animal. 


Veal is not nearly so nutritions M 


beef, and ia much more difficult of 
digestion. Some persons are wholly 
unable to digest veftl. It ia more easy 
of digestion when well roasted or 
broiled than when boiled. The time 
required for the digestion of veal is five 
hours or more, while beef ia digested 
in from two and a half to three noun. 


Lamb.—This is not nearly so nutri- 


tious as mutton. The tissue is aoft, 
gelatinous and rich in water. It is used 
principally on account of its delicacy of 
flavor, which, however, is very variable, 
depending upon the breed and nourish-

The business of the occupants is to 


rent grain bags to shippers, who find it 
more profitable to pay rent than to own 
the bags. In the long voyages across 
the sea the rats make innumerable 
holes in the bags, and the shippers say 
it is expensive to keep sewers for mend- 
ing them. Then, too, the shippers are 
saved the trouble of looking after 
them. 


The loaners provides these bags at a 


rental per trip that comes to nearly 
half their value. With regular over- 
hauling and patching the average gram 
bag will make the trip ten or a dozen 
times, and so pays for itself many times. 
It takes many thousands to fit out a 
single ship, and millions of them are 
often afloat at once, every one of them 
turning its penny for the company. 
Agents receive them on the other side 
and ship them back in bales, duly certK 
fled to by the American consul as truly 
native bags. So recommended they 
pass through the custom house unchal- 
lenged, and are made ready for another 


Thus the characteristic restlessness 


of the nation extends even to its gram 
bags. That is to the democratic bur- 
lap sack. There are aristocratic bags 
that travel in style aud for what they 
are worth. They are made of cotton 
instead of jute. After carrying com to 
Portugal, the Canary Islands, and the 
West Indies they are made into clothes 
for those they have fed. The gram 
bags that are sent to Cuba come back 
filled with sugar and are thenceforth 
unfit to be loaned. 
Filling and sewing up the grain bags 


ia a business by itself and employs a 
email army of bag-sewers, who are paid 
by the loaners. Two hold the bags and 
fill them at the elevator and two wield 
the sail-maker's needle. Two hundred 
bags and honr is fair work for the New 
Tork bag-sewer, who claims that he can 
outstrip his Boston or 
Baltimore

ihort burlap wrap before it is sent 
further by land or sea. These extra 
sacks are of a special make, and it is a 
curious fact that none were ever known 
to return East Other sacks of the 
aristocratic order occasionally find their 
way back, but the coffee sacks never 
doea.
